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MAN WHO “STAGES” SUICIDE 
ALIVE, FRIENDS BELIEVE. 
Joseph Schneiderman Left Clothes on 


Beach—Kept Valuables—Injured His 
Wife and Quit Home. 


Last Thursday night Joseph Schneider- 
man, 1228 North Leavitt street, a designer 
of ladies clothing, told his wife that he 
was going to blow his brains out. On Fri- 
day morning attendants at Wilson beach 
found his clothes in one of the lockera 
However, he did not deposit his watch. dia- 
mond ring, and other valuables,’ as his 
friends say he was in the habit of doing, be- 
fore he went in the water. 

Two weeks ago Schneiderman had a quar- 
rel with his wife. In the tussle she fell. 
breaking her knee cap. She was removed to 
St. Mary's hospital. 

When his friends learned of this they re- 
fused to have anything further to do with 
him. This worried him. A week ago he quit 
his job, drew all his money from the bank 
and bought a revolver and a box of cart- 
ridges. 

None of his friends thinks he is dead. He 
loved himself too much,” they say. Mrs. 
Schneiderman, whose leg is to be put in plas- 
ter of paris tomorrow, does not know whether 
any of his clothes are missing. 


ELEPHANT KILLS; 1,000 GASP; 
CRUSHES AND GORES KEEPER. 


Children Waiting to Ride Giant of 
Toledo, O., Zoo, When He Turns on 
His Master—Angry for a Week. 


Toledo, O., June 14.—[Special.]—While 
being prepared for the pleasure of little 
folk with the placing of a howdah on its 
back, Babe, the giant elephant in the Toledo 
oo in Walbridge park, attacked its keeper, 
Michael Raddatz, 50 years old, this after- 
noon. hurling him to the ground by a blow 
from ite trunk. 

The animal then knelt upon Raddats and 
made three vicious thrusts into his body with 
its tusks. He died within half an hour. 

More than a thousand men and women with 
children had congregated about the inclosure 
of the elephant’s playground when he was 
led out. When the enraged beast tightened 
its grip on Raddatz screams filled the air. 
Mothers and fathers, holding tightly to the 
little ones, fled panic stricken from the scene.

Interior of St. George's 
Wrecked; Firemen Prevent 
Destruction of Edifice. 


NEAR ROW IN ST. PAUL'S. 


LONDON, June 14.—A bomb was exploded 
in St. George’s church, Hanover square, to- 
night. There is evidence to show that the 
explosion was the work of suffragists, and 
coming 80 close upon the bomb outrage in 
Westminster abbey, the desecration of this 
famous edifice has increased alarm as to 
how far the militant women intend to go. 

The caretaker of St. George's had locked 
the church after a careful inspection on the 
conclusion of the evening service. 

A few minutes after 10 o'clock a passerby 
heard an explosion and summoned the fire 
brigade. The firemen, forcing the doors. 
found the church filled with a dense smoke. 
Three pews in the north aisle and three 
stained windows were damaged by the ex- 
plosion, while a pew immediately in front 
of the lectern was blown down. 


“The Last Supper“ Spared. 

Fortunately the famous painting of The 
Last Supper, by Sir James Thornhill, which 
hangs over the altar, was not damaged, al- 
though the window above it was splintered 

The firemen found a square tin box and 
several pieces of candle in the overthrown 
pew, and a member of the congregation said 
that the pew wae occupied at the evening 
service by a woman in a checked dress. An 
envelope was found in the church on which 
was written: 

A protest against the torture of women.“ 

St. George's church was built in 1718-24. 
It has long been a favorite church for fash- 
lonable weddings. Premier Aquith was mar- 
ried in this church in 1804 and ex-President 
Roosevelt was married there in 1886. 


Interrupt St. Paul's Service, 

While the judges of the high courts and the 
lord mayor were attending service in St. 
Paul’s cathedral today, according to the 
annual custom, several suffragists inter- 
rupted with protests against the torturing 
of women. The service was delayed several 
minutes while two women who were 
chained to seats were removed. As they 
were carried out they shouted: 

“God save Mrs. Pankhurst!” 

A crowd this afternoon overran a platform 
in Hyde Park where a militant flag was 
raised before four men who were holding a 
meeting were able to begin their speeches. 
The police got the men to the station with 
difficulty. 

Two meetings in Hyde Park of nonmilitant 
suffragist organizations were broken up, and 
it required a strong police force to quell the 
disturbances. 


$1,000 IN BANK FOR 250 YEARS;

The money is to be deposited for 250 years 
in a bank designated by the East Aurora 
sage and compounded semi-annually at 4 per 
cent interest. In 250 years it will amount to 
approximately $20,000,000 and is to be used 
for the benefit of animals of that day.

SMIRCHED IN 
MINE SCANDAL 


Gold Stock Is Boomed 
on Letterheads of 
Two Committees. 


HITS OTHER OFFICIALS 


Inquiry Will Be Forced by 
Several Members from 
Middle West. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 

Washington, D. C., June 14.—[Special.]— 
An interesting story of the connection of 
United States senators and high officials of 
the administration with the promotion of a 
North Carolina gold mining venture and of 
the methods employed to sell the stock of 
the concern was disclosed here tonight. 

The salient features of the affair are: 

1. Letters painting the rosy prospects 
of the mine have been sent on the offi- 
cial letterheads of the senate committee 
on census, William E. Chiltemn ef West 
Virginia, chairman, and of the com- 
mittee on rules, Senator Lee 8. Overman 
ef North Care‘lina, cheirman. 

2. Comtrolier of the Currency John 
Skelton Williams, while assistant seCcre- 
tary of the treasury, caused tle chief 
expert of the United States assay office 
to be dispatched at gevernment ‘<xpense 
to investigate the gold mine. 

3 The letters on the official sta*ionery 
ot the senate committee were circula‘ed 
among curb brokers in New Yor , where 
the stock has had a spectacular rise. 

May Have Senate 

It is not unlikely that there wal be ap 
airing of the affair in the senate as the 
result of the indignation of the senators, 
including several of prominence from the 
middie west, whose names appear on the 
official letterheads. 

Senator Chilton and Senator Overman, 
while acknowledging an interest in the min- 
ing venture, disclaim personal responsibility 
for the use of the official stationery of the 
senate committees. They say their clerks 
were to blame. 

Reports have been in circulation in Wash- 
ington for some time that senators and others 
in Democratic officialdom were in the throes 
of an inc.pient gold fever; that dreams were

Beisswanger Writes Lovelorn 
Swain He Knows Girls 
Willing to Marry. 


PLENTY WHO CAN COOK. 


Some one a long time ago painted the 
picture of an infant with wings, put a bow 
and arrow in his hands and a smile on his 
face, and called him Cupid, god of love. 

Cupid, however, doesn't look like that any 
more. A reporter who went in quest of him 
yesterday found him to be a fat, red faced 
Man with a strong Teutonic accent. His 
mother had christened him Frederick, his 
father had given him the name of Beiss- 
wanger. He himself had acquired the title 
of justice of the peace, ana the reporter 
dubbed him “ Cupid.” 

Justice of the Peace Fred Beisswanger has 
a little office up over a saloon in Niles. You 
take the Milwaukee avenue car to the end 
of the line. Then you get into an auto bus 
and pay 10 cents for the trip to Niles. Then 
you walk about five blocks. 


Letter to a Customer, 

It wae more or less of a sentimental jour- 
ney that the reporter took, and though his 
hand frequently was pressed to his left side 
it was not done to soothe a broken heart. 
In fact, the reporter had a letter in his vest 
pocket which he didn’t want to lose. It had 
been written by Beisswanger to a prospective 
customer, named W. W. Scott, who lives on 
the northwest side. 

The envelope contaimed, besides the letter, 
Beisswanger’s business card and an adver- 
tisement clipped from a German paper. 

A young lady friend of mine,“ the letter 
began, put a matrimonial ad in a German 


being dreamed of fabulous fortunes to be 


drawn from the bowels of a North Carolina 
mountain; that senators were letting their 
friends in on the good thing; that clerks and 
pages who were fortu. ute enough to get an 
inkling of this short cut to Easy street 
were withdrawing their money from the 
banks to buy stock; and that all were bask 
ing in the sunshine rad.ated by one Walter 
George Newman, a promoter who has had 
something of a record in mining ventures. 


Frequently Called on Williams. 

Mr. Newman says Controller of the Cur- 
rency John Skeiton Wiliams is a warm 
friend, having gone to school with him and 
he having been a frequent visitor at * con- 
troller’s office. 

Some of the Democratic senators lee 
themselves of the results of the investigation 
of the mine by the assayer sent at the in- 
stance of Williams. But it should be saic 
that the report made by the expert, though 
not entirely unfavorable, was hardly as rosy 
as representations that had been made. 

Officials of the treasury gong oem say it 
is extremely unusual but not irregular: for 
the government to send a man out at its 
expense to investigate a privately owned 
gold mine. 


Why Expert Was Sent. 
Controller Williams says he was moved to 
send the expert solely because the question 
of reopening the United States assay office 
at Charlotte, N. C., had come up, and he de- 
sired to ascertain whether there been 
any development in gold production there 
that would warrant such an important step. 
The report of the expert, in Mr. liams’ 
opinion, did not warrant such 3 by 

the development. | 
Senator Overman, as treasury officials re- 
call the incident, was the man at whose re- 
quest the reopening of the assay office and 
the investigation of the mine were taken up. 


Successor to Copper Company. 

The mining property that has aroused so 
much ‘Democratic enthusiasm is that of 
the Gold Hill Consolidated company, whose 
mine is at Gold Hill, Rowan county, N. C. 
Thie company is the successor of the old 
Gold Hill Copper company of lamented 
memory. 

The latter is described in the Copper 
Handbook,” a recognized authority on such 
matters, as “@ notorious promotion that 
caught many Wall street operators.”

Flynn May Draw Checks. 
Formal notice already has been served on 
the city’s various surety companies that they 
will be held liable for the city’s deposits in 
the closed banks. City Treasurer Flynn has 
not decided®%just what course to pursue in 
formally asking the outlying banks for the 
city funds. He may send each institution 
a check drawn for the city’s deposits, or he 
may attempt to collect through the clearing 
houre. The various checks are already 
drawn up. : 
The city treasurer and city comptroller 
will confer this morning with Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Beckwith concerning the 
form of legal assignments necessary to 
transfer the rights to the city’s deposits to 
the surety companies after the bonding con- 
cerns have reimbursed the city. 


One Check for $100,000 on Way. 

George E. Brennan, local agent for the 
United States Fidelity and Guarantee com- 
pany, which has guaranteed deposits of $100,- 
000, said the check of his company for that 
amount was on the way to the city treasurer 
from New York. 

Several of the agents of the surety com- 
panies said they did not believe the city would 
for the present go further than the notice 
sent to the companies notifying them that 
demand for the deposits might be made upon 
them. A few of them said they would be 
caused inconvenience if an immediate de- 
mand were made, but all asserted their ability 
to make good their bonds. 

The action of the city in giving us notice 
before formal demand for the money is made 
upon the outlying banks,“ said one of the 
local surety men, “ makes it certain we are 
to be asked for the money atonce. Weare 
prepared to make good, but we don't like the 
rush idea, of course. 


Outside Situation Uncleared. 

No signs of life were seen about the five 
outlying banks involved in the Lorimer-Mun- 
day crash. Depositors who have collected 
about the banks during the last three days 
were not in evidence. Each of the banks 
was in charge of a custodian from the 
bank examiner's office, and no work was 
done by the assistant examiners assigned 
to the banks. 

The examination of the State Bank of Calu- 
met was completed late Saturday night. An- 
other day's work will be needed before a 
report may be made on the other banks. 

President Paul A. Hazard of the Broadway 
bank was the only one of the officers of the 
involved banks who would venture an opin- 
ion on the probability of the banks opening 
this week, or at all. He predicted his bank 
would open on Tuesday or Wednesday. Other 
officials of other banks said nothing could 
be predicted until the examiners finish their 
examination and report to the state auditor. 


Petition Causes Confusion. 

The petition of involuntary bankruptcy 
filed against the Southwest Savings bank, a 
private institution at 4010 West Twenty- 
sixth street, created trouble for the South- 
West Trust and Savings bank, a state cor- 
poration at Thirty-fifth street and Archer 
avenue. A. J. Schoenecke, the cashier, and 
other officials fear a run on their bank be- 
cause of the similarity in names. The South- 
West Trust and Savings bank is in no way 
connected with the private bank and has, no 
affiliation with the Lorimer-Munday banks. 


BRADY AWAITS REPORT. 

Springfield, III., June 14.—[Special.]—The 
state bank examiner's report on the condi- 
tion of the Lorimer-Munday banks, which re- 
port will determine whether State Auditor 
Brady will ask for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for any of or all these institutions, has 
not yet reached Springfield. 

I have been talking to Examiner Harkin 
over the telephone,” said Mr. Brady this 
evening, and he tells me the report will not 
be ready before tomorrow night. It is not 
likely that it will reach Springfield before

Did he indicate whether it would be pos- 
sible for the La Salle bank to make a settle- 
ment without making it necessary to go into 
court?“ was asked.

Mr. Carroll has issued a letter to “ out-of- | 
the-loop chartered banks” calling on them 
to oppose the ordinance. He attacks the 
position of James B. Forgan of the clearing 
house and the bankers he considers friendly 
to the measure. 

“The bankers who support the city or- 
dinance (proposed) now are the same group 
of bankers who defeated state legislation 
at Springfield in 1912," says Mr. Carroll's 
letter, referring to the failure of the state 
legislature to enact a law restricting the 
operations of private bankers. ‘‘ Their mo- 
tives in supporting this inadequate and un- 
necessary city ordinance to foist another 
kind of bank on the outlying communities of 
Chicago are selfish and not in the interest 
of sound banking and the depositor, just as 
was their interest selfish in opposing and de- 
feating state legislation in 1012.“ 

Mr. Carroll says he is convinced the out- 
of-the-loop chartered banks will suffer from 
the workings of the proposed ordinance. 

He insists the measure is unconstitutional 
in that it is class legislation and the city as-

Letter to Senator Chilton.

Hill, North Carolina, May 20,1914. W. E. 
Chilton, U. S. senate, Washington, D. C. 
Dear Sir: After spending some thirty 
days on the Gold Hill property and feel - 
ing you may be interested in what I may 
know and believe about the property, I 
write you this condensed information. I 
have gone over the property of the Gold 
Hill Consolidated company carefully, 
both on the surface and through the mine, 
down to the 800 foot level. After examin- 
ing seven veins, sampling and assaying 
them, I must say I see greater possibili- 
ties in the Gold Hill property every day. 

My first opinion is fully confirmed, and 
the veins will go to much greater depth 
than the 800 foot level and carry high 
values in gold, silver, and copper. The 
copper veins alone will pay all expenses 
and show a handsome dividend, leaving 
the gold and silver clear. After compar- 
ing the Gold Hill property with other 
mines and mining properties which I have 
examined, both in the United States and 
Canada, on which valuations have been 
fixed, I would say I believe that sixty mil- 
lion dollars ($60,000,000) valuation on the 
Gold Hill property a conservative esti- 
mate.

Each letter is plainly marked copy.“ and 
both Senator Chilton and Senator Overman 
believe that that fact alone is sufficient to 
indicate that the senate committee as such 
and the other individual senators whose 
names appear on the letterheads had noth- 
ing to do with the mining project. 

Some of the senators whose names are on 
the. paper take a different view, and are 
inclined to be hot over it.

Cummins on Two Committees. 

Mr. Cummins has been favored beyond any 
other senator through the mistakes made in 
the offices of Senators Chilton and Overman. 
His name appears on both letterheads, as he 
is a member of the committee on rules as well 
as the committee on census. He never had 
heard of the Geld Hill Consolidated company 
until he saw his name on one of the letter- 
reads bearing the engineer's report.

At Senator Chilton’s office the receipt of 
the letter from Mining Engineer Williams 
was explained on the ground that the sen- 
ator was a stockholder. 

Senator Swanson of Virginia is another 
Democrat who is said to have acquired an 
interest, and the ramifications of stock own- 
ership extend to the house side of the cap- 
itol and out into the highways and byways 
of Washington. 


Chilton’s Clerk Takes Blame. 

At Senator Chilton’s office, one of his clerks 
accepted full responsibility for issuing the 
mining engineer’s letter on the census com- 
mittee papers. He said Newman had asked 
to have copies of the mining engineer's let - 
ter struck off, and that no other paper being 
handy he, the clerk, had taken the official 
stationery of the senate committee. 
These copies produced in the census com- 
mittee were not typewritten but were printed 
on a multigraph machine. The clerk 
thought he had struck off perhaps a hundred 
of them, and they had been turned over to 
Newman. 
Senator Overman complained that the same 
mistake had been made by one of the em- 
ployés in his office, and that the mining 
engineer's letter had been struck off on the 
official paper of the senate committee on rules 
without his knowledge. 
Promoter Newman was under the impres- 
sion that Senator Overman has sent some 
of these letters to his friends in North Caro- 
lina, but of this he is not certain. 


Newman Denies Selling Stock. 
Newman resented any suggestion that the 
letters had been used in promoting the sale of 
Gold Hill stock. He said that he did not have 
a share to sell, and that he was in the market 
buying the stock. As Newman recalled it, the 
letters had been sent to men who were al- 
ready interested in the stock for their infor- 
mation. 

Mr. Newman has been a familiar figure at 
the national capital for several months, and 
has frequently been seen in the senate corri- 
dors hobnobbing with the legislators. On 
March 6 last he published in the Washington 
newspapers a letter to the Gold Hill stock- 
holders which boomed the prospects of the 
mine. 


Stock Rises and Slumps. 

New York, June 14.—[Special. I— The letters 
on Senator Chilton’s committee paper began 
to appear among the curb brokers early last 
week, and it was not long before a score of 
brokers had them. 

A fine market was created for the new 
stock on the curb. At first those who sold it 
parted with it at about $2 a share, but the 
demand was soon so great apparently that 
they demanded more. The price soared and 
soared until those who were in a position to 
sell were getting $7 a share for the stock. 
The stock now sells occasionally for 50 cents 
a share. .

PRAISES GOETHE STATUE. 


‘pays It Proves Teutonie Spirit 
| Knows Its Duty and Will 
Live Up to It. 


prof. Hugo Munsterberg of Harvard uni- 
yersity last night uttered a warning against 
. growing complexity of American life. 
The famous psychologist spoke at a ban- 
beet in the Germania club, the concluding 
gfair of the series of functions connected 
vnn the unveiling of the Goethe monument 
jp Lincoln park. 
Too Many Old Ideas Gone. 
“Too many of the old American ideas which 
harmony and unity to the young nation 
‘pave lost their hold in our day,” Prot. Mun- 
gerberg said. “Life threatens to become 
gperficial, sensual, selfish, scattered, and 


tumultuous. 

“We need that inner completeness, that ma- 

turity, that restfulness in action, that per- 
_fection and harmony in diversity which was 
embodied in the genius of Goethe. 

“If the German-American spirit plants the 
most beautiful Goethe monument the world 
has seen in the heart of America in the most 
American city, it proves to the nation by a 
jofty symbol that it knows its highest duty 
and will live up to it. 

“These German ideals which were made 
living in Goethe were never more needed in 
American life than today. 


Goethe “German Soul.” 

“The whole culture and tradition and abun- 
dance of the German soul is focused in the 
personality of Goethe, who is to the Germans 
today no longer a poet only, or a scholar, or 
a statesman, but above all the ideal man. 

“This wonderful monument will contrib- 
ute at the same time to the friendship of the 
two great nations, because friendship is pos- 
sible only where mutual understanding ex- 
isis, and no nation understands another until 
itcomes in contact with the highest products 
of te culture. The Americans have always 
had interest in German scholarship and 
philosophy, in German literature and music, 
but they have not yet understood German 
fine arts and, least of all, German sculpture, 
in which so much of the deepest of the Ger- 
man soul has recently come to expression. 

“Not England, but all Europe is the moth- 
er country of the American nation, and its 
real strength lies in this mixture of the 
strongest racial elements of Europe. Hence 
the true duty of every American is to con- 
tribute to the new nation the noblest and 
ripest which he can bring from his native 
land.“ 


“WAR ON FLY MORE SERIOUS 
THAN TROUBLE IN MEXICO.” 


Dr. W. A. Evans Tells of Perils in 
Speech Before Evanston Woman’s 
Club and Business Men. 


The war on the fly is considerably mere 
important than possible war with Mexico,” 
mid Dr. W. A. Evans, speaking at the 
Evanston theater last night at a meeting 
heid by the Evanston Woman's club and the 
Evanston Commercial association. In the 
Spanish-American campaign 
300 dead from wounds and 5,000 from typhoid 
fever. Out of that war the United States 
learned one lesson—‘ Swat the Fly.’ 

“The iniquities of the fly, were discovered 
Orst by the commission which investigated 
the mortality of the camp t Chattanooga, 
Tenn. How well the army has learned the 
lesson is indicated in the figures for last year, 
hen only one soldier died of typhoid fever.“ 

“I must talk to you about your double 
standard here in Evanston, too,“ Dr. Evans 
femarked in a manner that brought his 
Gudience to hushed, startled attention. 

Tou have one standard for bedbugs and 
one for flies,“ he continued. You must learn 
to be just as much ashamed of flies as of 
bedbugs. Flies are really dangerous, while 
bedbugs indicate only a low standard of liv- 
ing. Do your fly swatting early. A hundred 
fies killed in April are worth more than a 
quart killed in July.“

Scott Lawrence told of his rescue seven 
months ago and his great happiness in be- 
ing placed at the mission. Educated for 
the ministry, after attending the university, 
he “fell” at the age of 29. 


Tells of His Downfall. 

“YT was a model man until I took my first 
drink,’’ saidhe. “ Then I went down.

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DENIES THEFT OF SPEECH 


Senator Smoot Explains; Used 
„Well Has It Been Said.“ 


COL. DARLING HITS BACK. 


Calls It “Bold, Deliberate, and Con- 
scienceless Steal.” 


Washington, D. C., June 14.—Senator Smoot 
of Utah, replying today to a charge made in 
Chicago that he had been guilty of pla- 
giarism in his Memorial day speech at Ar- 
lington National cemetery, explained that he 
had used as quotations a poem and des¢rip- 
tion which had been handed to him by an 
old soldier and that he had specifically re- 
ferred to them as having been well said.“ 


My attention was called today.“ the sena- 
tor said, to an Associated Press dispatch 


in which Jasper T. Darling chgrged in an 
open letter to myself that I used in my Ar- 
Ungton speech on Memorial day a poem of 
his and other parts of a speech delivered by 
him two years ago. . 


Has Not Received Letter. 


“TIT have not received the letter from Mr. 
The facts are that an old 
soldier handed me the poem referred to and 
also the description of the battles of the civil 
war, with certain comments, and suggested 
that I use them at Arlington. I did 80, and 
in my speech as printed in the form of, a 
public document it will be noticed that I put 
the poem and description in quotation marks, 
and before the description the words well 


Darling as yet. 


has it been said.’ 


I did not give Mr. Darling credit and did 


not claim it for myself. 


SENDS HOT REPLY. 


In reply to a telegram from the Salt Lake 
Tribune, which printed a four column story 


about the Smoot incident, Col. Darling wired 


that the Utah senator had deliberately ap- 


propriated the speech and gave no quotation 
marks. 

He fails to mention me as the author, 
writes Col. Darling. nor does he give a 
single quotation until he nears the close, 
where he says: ‘Well, has it been said,’ 


which leads his hearers to think the next 
paragraph refers to some one unknown to 


him. 

„Had he given me credit his entire speech 
would have largely consisted of quotations— 
a mere recitation of another’s words. The 
mechanical changes in some of his para- 
graphs taken from mine expose Smoot’s real 
intention to claim them as his own.

Roy 
Knabenshue, aviator and dirigible balloon 
pilot, planned a flight in his airship at White 
City, but decided not to take his passengers 
until today, awaiting complete inflation of 
the balloon. 


Vilas and Girl Fly. 

Jack Vilas was the first aviator to fiy out 
of the Lincoln park haven after it had been 
declared open, and Miss Jessie Whyland of 
4522 Sheridan road was the first passenger to 
be taken on a regular trip. 

Mrs. G. H. Waters of San Diego, Cal., was 
the first passenger to land in the harbor. 


She was in the Harold McCormick aeroplane. 


Charles C. Witmer was the conductor. 

A large tract of the new made land at the 
north extremity of Lincoln park has been 
set apart by the park commissioners for a 
hydro-aeroplane haven. The McCormick 
and the Vilas hangars are the first that have 
been installed. Others are contemplating 
additional hangars. 

Crowds began to gather around the new 
hangars early in the afternoon. Automo- 
biles nearly blocked the driveway along the 
lake shore. 


Girl Begs for Trip. 

When Vilas had his machine ready for the 
flight Miss Whyland, who stood in the 
shadow of the hangar, trembling with eager- 
ness, ran up to Vilas and begged to be taken 
as the first passenger. She was provided 
with a hood, goggles, and a heavy coat. 

„O, it's grand, simply wonderful!” ehe 
exclaimed when she stepped out of the boat 
a little later. She gave her name as Mise 
Whyland 

Miss Katherine Stineon, the 19 year old girl 
who learned to fly in Chicago under the in- 
struction of the late Max Lillie, made three 
nights from Grant park yesterday afternoon. 
The flights were made as an exhibit of the 
Exposition and Congress of Woman's 
Achievements, now at the Coliseum, to con- 
tinue to June 20. 

Miss Stinson uses a Wright biplane. In 
one of her flights she remained aloft for 
nearly ten minutes, During the exposition 
Miss Stinson will instruct a class of boys 
from the public schools how to make an aero- 
plane.

From Dayton, O., comes one of the most 
umiquely interesting representations to the 
biennial. It consists of Miss Clara Heeter. 
Miss Minnie Stouffer, Miss Anna Hilber, and 
Miss Catharine Wenner from the Woman's 
Century club, an organization of 600 members 
made up from the girls employed by the Na- 
tional Cash Register company. This club, in 
existence about twelve years, has been in the 
federation for three. 

The delegates’ conversation sheds glowing 
illumiration on a corporation's chance for 
making employés comfortable. Besides the 
club, the company supports a summer cot- 
tage, where the girls may go and stay as long 
as they like, with meals at 15 and sleeping 
privileges at 5 cents. It isn’t such a small 
cottage either, for seventy-five giris can 
sleep there at one time. | 

All kinds of outdoor pleasures are con- 
nected with it, and there is a gymnasium, 
where everything from the instructor to the 
suits are furnished by the company. Last 
summer girls were allowed to go to Battle 
Creek, Mich., for two weeks with all ex- 
penses paid, and 154 took advantage of the 
opportunity. 

Besides this summer establishment for the 
girls there is a country club for the em- 
ployés and their families, with every kind of 
pleasurable device in activity, from baseball 
games for the men to sand piles for the 
babies. Both these institutions have been 
carefully located within the 5 cent fare limit.

Projects for Homes for 
Working Girls. 


MODEL FOR OTHER CITIES, 


Chicago Institutions Called Ideal 
Places of the Kind in 
Country. 


The working girl and her problems claimed 


biennial yesterday. They held a conference 
with Missa Ina Law Robertson ip Central 
Eleanor club, at 37 South Wabash avenue, to 
study the methods of success of the six 
Eleanor clubs with a view to opening similar 
homes in their respective cities. 

The Eleanor homes, Mrs. Laura Rabb 
told the club women, were organized be- 
cause one lonely girl wondered one day what 
other lonely giris in Chicago were doing to 
pass the time. And this was the gtrl.“ 

Mrs. Rabb indicated Miss Robertson, 
founder of the Eleanor association. 


Tells How Clubs Started. 

We started with a capital of $3,000 fif- 
teen years ago,” Miss Robertson said. 
There were twenty-eight girls, and, in 
the running of any home, we saw that the 
more giris there were the fewer the ex- 
penses. So we pledged to pay 5 per cent 
interest on the money we borrowed. 

“We are doing this today, and we never 
once have failed to pay the interest. In times 
of stress one club has helped another, but 
the clubs have always been self-supporting. 
There is no charity about our clubs. The 
Eleanor clubs have never refused to take in 
girls who could not pay the board, which 16 
from $3 to $5.50 a week, but tells the girls to 
pay half their earnings when their wages 
are too small for them to pay the full price. 
There was a girl at our club paying Ia week 
for room and board, as $2 a week was her 
wage at the box factory. About 650 girls 
board in the Eleanor clubs.” 


Homes in New York. 

Miss Helen Varick Boswell told how three 
homes, similar to the Eleanor clubs in Chi- 
cago, had been started in New York. 

Mrs. Charles H. Kumler of Dayton, O., told 
how a home for girls in her city had been 
founded. 

Miss Eda M. Ballard, president of the 
Business Women's club of Lima, O., sald that 
the working girls filled all the offices in her 
club. Miss Ballard is a bookkeeper. 

Mrs. Albion Fellows Bacon, mother of 
the tenement law in Indiana, reviewed the 
struggle to house the working girls in Evans- 
ville.

Tarrytown, N. Y., June 14.—[Special.)—A 
free speech meeting to discuss free speech 
only produced so much discussion this after- 
goon in the outdoor Greek theater at Sun- 
cliff, the estate of Mrs. Charies Judson Gould, 
everlooking the Hudson, that the kindly 
hostess had to call upon her friend, Mrs. 
MacDonald Sheridan, an artist and concert 
ginger, to soothe the trouble because of the 
free speeches themselves with southern 
darky slave songs and bring the meeting to 
S peaceful close. 

Aden Wolff, the Belgian anarchist, 
goulptor, and poet, who got a suspended sen- 
tence from Magistrate Fresche after his in- 
terference with the police at the Union 

I. W. W. riot, partly on condition 
that he keep away from future meetings, in- 
gisted on haranguing the curious gathering 
of 200 who sat and stood about the theater 
for two hours with what Mrs. Gould thought 
was going to be poetry. She objected, as did 
Upton Sinclair, whose meeting it was, and 
the audience jeered and boo-hooed him, and 
gome left the place in disgust. 


Wolff Heckles Sinclair. 

That was the climax, near the end of the 
meeting, but it was not the beginning of the 
trouble. Wolff, who had made himself con- 
spicuous by talking so loud during Sinclair’s 
hour and a quarter speech that the latter had 
to rebuke him, objected to people crawling 
on theif bellies,” as “cowards and hypo- 
erites,” to get free speech, and to Sinclair’s 

“begging for a corner to speak in.” Half 
a dozen men and women sitting on straw 
mats on the steps of the Greek theater got 
up and jeered him. 

“sit down!” yelled the crowd. Put him 
out,” said some one. Who's a coward?” 
called another. 

Mrs. Gould, who sat in the front row dur- 
ing the meeting, got up and asked: 

“Mr. Wolff, I thought yee were going to 
recite poetry?” 

“This is poetry,” shouted Wolff, in the 
midst of his condemnation of the judiciary 
and his recital of the grievances‘ of the boys 
m jail.” 

Shout for Free Speech. 

Leonard Abbott of the Ferrar school de- 

manded that Wolff have the right of free 

but the crowd would not listen to 
him, Upton Sinclair tried to hush him up. 
There was an excited crowd around the 
marble platform on the theater stage, with 

Mrs. Gould herself calmly remonstrating and 
trying to bring peace. 

George H. Mann, counsel for the Live and 
Let Live” organization, who had started a 
gimilar disturbance earlier in the meeting, 


rushed down to the stage, also demanding | 


“five minutes for Wolff by my dollar 
watch,” but the audience was determined. 


Mrs. Sheridan, who is an intimate friend, 
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and who at one time was a music teacher 
of Miss Garret Wilson, to sing. 

Sinclair devoted most of his time to a ro- 
view of the whole agitation. He recited 
what Russia, France, Turkey, and other 
countries got when free apeech was denied— 
thet is, secret plottings, arson, etc.—but it 
wes insieted that he was making no threats. 
He said, however, that when the word goes 
out that Tarrytown is not a free speech town 
horrible and terrible things, the end of which 
no one could tell, would happen, but added, 
repeatedly: “ Please understand that I am 
making no threats.“

Butte, Mont., June 14.—[Special.]—Rioting 
by seceding members of the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners, begun yesterday with an at- 
tack on the union headquarters, continued 
all last night and today. 

The safe of the headquarters, which was 
seized last night after the offices had been 
destroyed, was dynamited and looted. Later 
one of the insurgents decamped with the 
$3,000 it contained. The seceders asked the 
police, whom they had fought to gain pos- 
gseasion of the safe, to locate the absconder. 


Union Man’s Home Dynamited. 

The residence of Patrick Sullivan, an offi- 
cer of the union, was dynamited. 

Threats were made by a mob to lynch Spe- 
cial Deputy Sheriffs Owen, Cribben, and 
Hawkins. They were protected by the police, 
who arrested two of the crowd. Later a mob 
gathered about the city jail and demanded 
the release of these two men. The men were 
freed. 


Place Curb on Press. 

Tonight the newly appointed executive 
committee of the insurgents formed a law 
and order commission to direct the city. 
They succeeded in dispersing the crowds. 
A delegation then called at all of the news- 
paper offices and demanded that no mention 
derogatory to the Industrial Workers of the 
World be made.

Washington, D. C., June 14.—[Special.]— 
Drastic government regulation of the ship- 
ping trust which dominates traffic on the 
great lakes and on the Atlantic and Pacific 
seabdords is proposed by the merchant marine 
committee of the house of representatives as 
the result of its investigation of the monopoly. 

The prohibitions enumerated in the bill, 
which will be introduced in the house tomor- 
row by Chairman Alexander, constitute an 
interesting commentary upon the methods 
of coastwise shipping combinations. Thein- 
quiry disclosed that this huge monopoly has 
been erected upon a foundation of secret 
agreements eliminating competition among 
the insiders and cut throat competition elim- 
inating the outsiders. 

Plan for Lake Control. 

The plan of regulation specially applicable 
to the steamship lines of the great lakes in- 
volves: 

Supervision by the interstate commerce 
commission of division of through rates be- 
tween railroads and domestic water carriers, 
the issuance of through bills of lading, and 
the allowances of access to rallroad terminal

URGES SEIDEL FOR SENATOR. 
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PASTORS WARNE D 
TO LEAVE CLUBS 


Dr. Boynton Says Ministers 
Should Not Belong. to 
Liquor Selling Societies. 


— 


MUST LEAD CHURCH. 


“The world laughs at the minister who 
dances with it, who looks on while it drinks, 
and mixes with its tottering rottenness.”’ 

This declaration was made by Dr. Mel- 
bourne P. Boynton, in an address on The 
Clergy and the Club,” before his sermon last 
night at Woodlawn Baptist church. 

Dr. Boynton commended the ministers to a 
cautious life. He attacked the clubs of the 
city for operating bars, charged them with 
the ruin of young men, and declared them 
more dangerous than the open saloon. 


Refers to Recent Resolutions, 

The minister referred to the recent resolu- 
tions of the Presbyterian general assembly 
and the Chicago Baptist association urging 
pastors and Christian laymen to reform their 
clubs or resign. 

No man has any business in the clergy 
who is not willing to walk carefully and sac- 
rificially. Above all men the minister must 
watch his words and his walk.“ said Dr. 
Boynton. “ The place for the minister is far 
out on the frontiers of human vision and spir- 
itual attainment. The church must ever 
climb to keep company with her minister— 
where this is not true the church is declining 
and dying.” 

Assails City’s Clubs, 

Then the minister turned his attention to 
clubs. 

“What a pity it is that such influential 
clube ae the Unton League, the Hamilton, 
the University, the Press, and other clubs 
of political, commercial, and social nature 
have saloon features. In some respects these 
clube are more dangerous than the ordinary 
retail liquor saloon. Who can tell how 
many hundieds of bright young men have 
been ruined by these liquor annexes? Weak 
minded but well reared young fellows lay 
the foundations for drunkard careers in the 
seclusion and fancied safety of these high 
toned clubs. If the club walls could talk, 
what tales of woe they would tell! 

„Chicago is America's leading city. Let 
it lead in abolishing liquor from every re- 
spectabie club in its midst.”

EXPOSES TRAFFIC 
IN GERMAN TITLES 
Karl Liebknecht, Socialist 


Leader in Reichstag, 
Makes Charges, 


LATE ARMY HEAD TARGET 


BERLIN, June 14.—Kari Liebknecht, the 
Socialist leader and member of the Reich- 
stag, whose revelations last year resulted in 
the conviction of a number of Krupp officials 
and army officers of bribery, has again un- 
earthed affairs that are engaging the atten- 
tion of the prosecuting attorney and seem 
likely to result in criminal prosecutions. 

Liebknecht charges—and supports his 
charges with strong evidence—that traffick- 
ing in titles on a commission basis is carried 
on in Prussia, and that certain titles are, or 
were up to two years ago, granted for money 
considerations. The minister of education 
has made a public denial of the latter part 
of the accusations, declaring that titles, or at 
least that of professor, are not to be had for 
money. He has, however, directed an inves- 
tigation of the other charges, and it is now 
under way. 


“Expose” in Socialist Paper. 

Liebknecht tried to make his disclosures at 
the conclusion of his speech in the Reichstag 
on the armaments trust, but was ruled out 
of order by the speaker. Two or three days 
later he published the first installment of his 
charges in Vorwaerts, the central organ of 
the Socialist party. 

It had to do with the late Gen. von Linde 
nau, one of the most distinguished military 
men in the emvire. Von Lindenau fora long 
time was chief of the great general staff; he 
was apointed governor of Metz shortly be- 
fore his death, and it is declared he might 
have become Prussian war minister had he 
lived. He enjoyed the especial confidence 
and esteem of the emperor. 

Liebnecht published extracts from official 
documents showing that the general left 
debts exceeding $250,000 and practicaily ne 
assets. He also published a copy of his letter 
from the general to a certain physician, 
acknowledging the receipt of a large sum of 
money, to be repaid in case you do not re- 
ceive the title of professor within one year.” 
In a further article, Liebknecht declared 
flatly that von Lindenau had dealt in orders 
and titles for years. 


Quotes Prices of Titles, 

LiedDknecht later published a fac simile of a 
letter from a certain Dr. Ludwig to an un- 
named physician, dealing with the obtaining 
of the title of professor for the latter. In 
this letter, written more than two years ago, 
Ludwig declared that the matter was diffi- 
cult and expensive, the cost being “ higher 
for foreigners than for Germans and higher 
for Jews than for gentiles. In a cer- 
tain quarter you will pay $10,000, and $875 as 
commission. ... The position of court 
dentist would cost from $2,000 to 62,800.“ 

Dr. Ludwig is vice president of the impe- 
rial association for combating socialism. 

Liebknecht also publishes what he calls 
“the title and order tariff.” It puts the 
price of the Red Eagle, fourth claas, at §2,000 
for academicians and $3,000 for others; com- 
mercial councilor, $12,500, provided the ap- 
plication goes through the regular channels. 
$15,000 if the matter is expedited; $8.500 for 
appointment as “ purveyor to the emperor,” 
and $75,000 to $100,000 for elevation to the 


nobility in Prussia. In Coburg, he says, the 


price is only 962,500. Liebknecht does not 
support this list with any evidence.

Wheat prices have felt the effect of the 
first heavy hedging pressure of the 
the last week, and with the harvest 
under way it is natural to expect continue 
Selling, against purchases of wheat in the 
country. The marketing of a 900,000,000 
bu crop of wheat will be a big task, and the 
question of distribution of this immense 
quantity of grain is not one of great en- 
couragement to the bulls.

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PEACE SEEN IN BIG 
INSURANCE WAR 


Kentucky Situation Goes Be- 
fore New York Meeting 
Tomorrow. 


HAIL PROSPEROUS ERA. 


Risk Firm Men Say They Will 
Resume Business on Sound- 
er Basis. 


Representatives of the fire insurance com- 
panies which have operated in Kentucky 
will meet in New York tomorrow to vote on 
the proposition to resume business in that 
state. After a two days’ conference in 
Louisville last week, attended by the com- 
mittee of insurance company representa- 
tives, state officials, and the committee of 
business organizations, a peace plan was 
agreed upon. This agreement was in- 
dorsed at a meeting of western managers 
in Chicago. It is thought that the proposi- 
tion will meet approval at the New York 
meeting, and a date will be set for all com- 
panies to recommence business. 

The fire insurance companies suspended 
operations in Kentucky, following amend- 
ments passed by the last legislature, which 
increased the power of the state insurance 
board, which has jurisdiction over rates and 
added expense to the tompanies. 

Following the general suspension of insur- 
ance operations, there have been more or 
less attempts to get the state authorities 
and insurance companies together. The 
companies insisted that under the amended 
law it would be impossible for them to con- 
tinue without a loss. Kentucky insurance, 
statistics show, has been a money loser 
for many years, but the companies contin- 
ued, hoping that the tide might turn. 


Asked 5 Per Cent Profit. 

In their negotiations with Kentucky and 
Kentucky business men, the insurance com- 
panies have simply asked, as a basis for re- 
suming business, that conditions be imposed 
that would grant them a 5 per cent profit on 
their year’s transactions. The state authori- 
tles were unable to bring about any compro- 
mise or understanding. 
board was hostile. 

The business men of the state saw that the 
continued conflict was beginning to have a 
vital effect on trade. A number of the promi- 
nent business organizations of Kentucky 
got together and appointed a joint commit- 
tee to act as mediators between the state 
officials and the insurance people. The up- 
shot of the agreement reached is that a 
suit will be begun to test the constitutional- 
ity of the amendments. The state board has 
agreed not to attempt to enforce them, pend- 
ing the decision or any appeal that may be 
taken. 

Will Frame New Code. 

Before the next legislature meets an insur- 
ance commission of three men, one to be ap- 
pointed by the Kentucky business men’s or- 
ganizations, one by the state insurance board, 
and the other by the insurance companies, is 
to investigate the fire insurance condition 
and laws and frame a new fire insurance code, 
which will take the place of the present one. 

At the close of the conference last week, 
when the agreement was reached, the busi- 
ness men's committee gave out a statement 
in which they declared that the state officials 
evidenced a broad and comprehending spirit 
of public duty in the negotiations, and saw 
the necessity of bringing an end to the de- 
plorable fire insurance situation that had ex- 
lated in the state. 

Fire insurance people and the business men 
of Kentucky feel that a new era will begin 
in that state, and instead of a hand to hand 
conflict, the underwriters, state authorities, 
and business men will have a better under- 
standing of the insurance situation.

It is suggested by 
Frank C. Collins of the Union Trust com- 
pany that an intending subscriber to the 
stock of a bank changing from private to 
state supervision ask himself the following 
questions:

At what price will the bank building and 
lot be sold to the newly organized institution, 
and how does that price compare with its 
actual value? ; 

Does the private banker organize for the 
purpose of conducting a chartered institu- 
tion, with which he will act as an officer, or 
does he wish to sell the business of his pri- 
vate bank to make a profit? 

Is the buiding occupied by the private 
bank owned by the private banker, or has it 
been erected by use of the deposits of his 
customers? In other words, has the banker 
* borrowed his depositors’ money without 
their knowledge for the purpose of erecting 
a building in which to keep deposits? 

Let him ask himself whether the district 
in which the new bank is being organized 
requires banking accommodations or service 
which will necessitate a capital of $200,000, 
the amount required under the state law for 
the city of Chicago.
